To be bziefe there is no eſtate oʒ 
2 but doth cffectually participate in the 
enefits of the ſaide pacification, 
Mozeouer as his Paieſtie hath alwaies 
bene moſt ielous of the honoꝛ of God, & care- 
full foz the common wealth of his ſaid ſubiecs, 
as much as in a Pꝛince moſt Chaiſtian £ truly 
god, can, vy acknowledging all euils and cala⸗ 
mities of any eſtate fo ariſe pꝛincipally thzogh 
want and default of true godlineſſe and iuſtice 
bath ſince the ſaid peace continually laboꝛed fo 
raiſe vp two pillers , which the violence of the 
ſaide troubles had almoſt ſubuerted and laide 
along. Foz the compaſſing whereof, he hath be⸗ 
gunne by naming meet x capable perſons ſuch 
as the holy decrees do appoint to eccleſiaſtitall 
p:omotious, hauing charge of ſoules. Ye hath 
alſo by his owne example inuited his ſubiecs 
fo refozmation oftheir manners, and to haue 
recourſe to the grace 4 mercy of God thzough 
pꝛaper and auſteritie of life , which haus con⸗ 
firmed the Catholikes in the duetie to his de⸗ 
uine Maieſtie, and moued ſome of thoſe that 
were ſeperated from Gods Church to reconſilis 
ation to the ſame.

his aide aieſtie hath confirmed and authozis 
ed. Theſe are the fruites and common and 
generall commodities which Gods Church, x 
the Catholike,Apoſtoliike æ Romith religion 
haue reaped of the ſaid pacification, beſides in- 
finite other pꝛiuate e perticuler bencfits which 
would be too long to rehearſe. 
Concerning iuſtice euery man knoweth 
t paines his ſaid Maieſtie hath taken to 
2aw the ſame out of darkneſſe wherein 
the troubles had e the end to *

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the light thereol to his foꝛmer fo2ce and aunci⸗ 
ent b:ightnefſe,hauing by death ſupp2eſſed all 
ſuperfluous offices,and withall pzohibited and 
ceaſed the ſale ofthe ſaid offices which y want 
or money had foꝛced his pzedeceſſo2s to bzing 
in, nothing regarding his owne neede, which 
is nothing inkeriour to his pꝛedeteſſos. 
Beſides all this his aieſtie hath excluded 
all remiTions and euocations which afoꝛetune 
were diſpatched of his pꝛoper motion, in conſl- 
2 deration that he perceaucth how great hope fo 
14 attaine the lame did autoꝛize cuil derdes , and 
it the ſmall difficultie that was made in graun⸗ 
ting others did bzing confuſion into Juſtice. 
Moꝛeouer ſince the ſaid patification he hath 
had oppoꝛtunitie to ſend into ſundzy pꝛouintes 
ok his realme, ſundꝛy chambers compoſed of 
officers of the parliament of Paris to miniſter 
iuſtice vnto his laid ſubiectes tuen in the ſaide 
lace, whereof is growne luch fruit as all men 
aue taſted, which pet would increaſe to the 
contentation of the god , if his god meaning 
had bene better aſſiſted by thoſe who naturally 
and by eſpectall bond of their vocations were 
bound thereto. But as the iniquitie of the time 
bath emboldened ſome to burden his Paieſtie 
with other mens faultes, and that coꝛruption x

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— milike of them and ſo 
to get to them ſelues their god wils with the 
expenſe ol his reputation: yea ſo farre as ſome- 


times to dare enterpꝛete the moſt commenda⸗ 


ble zeale that he hath had to cauſe the decrees 
and lententes of the ſaid chambers againſt euil 


doers to be executed, vnto ouer great rigoꝛ and 


ſeueritie. 


His ſaid Maieſtie had therfoze begun by the 
meanes afozeſaid to pꝛouide fo2 the ereaing of 


theſe two true pillers, the onely foundations 4 


pꝛeſeruation of euery Monarch and had con ⸗ 
ceaued ſome aſſurance wholy to ſet them vp + 
reſtoꝛe them to their perfection thzough the c6- 
tinuation ofthe peace it it had pleaſed God to 
haue giuen his grace to make his realme x ſub⸗ 
tectes woꝛthy therof. This allo it ſcemeth thols 
men which ſeeke to moue the ſubiecs to take 
armes and pet vader coulo2 of pꝛoniding foꝛ 
8 the one and the other, did as ſone feare as 
They do alſo giue out that they take armes 
to the end to withſtãd the troubles which they 
ſay tbey feare ſhould happẽ after his Maieſties 
deceaſe in the eſtabliſhing of a Royall ſucceſſoꝛ 
to the diſaduantage of the ſaid Catholique, As 
. Romiſh religion. Being per⸗ 
ed, 02 at the leaſt ſo giuing fozth that his 
laid Paieſtie, on they that are about him do fa- 
uns the pꝛetences Er 5 haue ſhewed —_ 
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ſelues perſecuters of the ſaid religion. 
A matter whereof his Maieſtie defireth and 


warneth his ſubiects to beleeue that hee neuer 


thought,as being, thanks be to God, in the flo- 
wer and ſtrength ol his age and likewiſe the 
Queene his wife, and ſo hopeth that God will 
graunt them iſlue to the generall contentation 
of his good and loyal ſubiects:beſides it ſcemeth 
to him that they ſeke to fozce both nature and 
time and withall doe to much miltrulk the ra- 
uour and godnes of God, the health and life of 
his Maieſtp, and the faithfulnes of the ſaid La- 
die Nucene his wife in motioning at this time 
any ſuch queſtion, but much moꝛe in pꝛolecu⸗ 
ting the deciſion therot by fo2ce of armes. Foz 


in lie w of warranting and deliuering þ realme 


fo2 the miſchiefe which they lap they feare will 
one day enſue hereot, the entry into warre pꝛe⸗ 
ſently foz that cauſe is pzoperly as much as to 
haſten the griefes of the ſame:as being aſſured 
ſhoꝛtly to repleniſh the realme with fozraing 
wer,partialities,and innumerable diſco2ds, 
eſides bloud,murther and infinite robberies 
oppꝛeſſions.

Bis mateffie therefoze warneth and erhoz- 
teth his ſubteces in this caſe to lok about them 
and not to perſwave themſelues that this war 
can be finiſhed ſo ſone and eaſily as is giu out. 
but rather to weigh and deepely to conſider 
enent and ineuitable conſequence thereof; and 
not to ſuffer their reputations fo be fat 


deſtruction of their countrie and to the 
of the power ofthe enimiesfherof, who 28 
wil triumph and reape benefiteby the miſ 
t calamities of the ſame.

then any wap to complaine x depart frõ him. 
But ſay they, they haus but the name, and 
in effectc are depꝛiurd of the pꝛerogatiues de- 
pending vpon their ſaide offices, which other 


ol ſuch complainant it were god to ſ& + deeps 
ly fo loke into the rightes and pzcheminences 
to enery office attributed, and then to conſider 
how and by whome they haue bene admint-

A matter which his Maieſty hath often p20 
pounded, when he hath endeuozed to ſet ozder 
in enery mans office, and had long ſince bene 
determined and decided if thoſe that haue in- 
tereſt therein had accozdinge to their ducties 
aided and aſſiſted him as they ought.

This is not the way that Could bee taken 
in ſeeking to redꝛeſle thoſe abuſes which they 
coinplaine of, ſith they haue to do with ſo mer⸗ 
cifull a Pꝛinte, who ſtill would pꝛeuente the 
inconuemence,and willingly would accept of 
all meete and cõuenient remedies which may 
be offered to him fo2 the redꝛeſſe of the ſame, 
Let therfozethe weapons be laide downe, 
foꝛrein power countermanded & this Realms 
deliuered out of that daunger which now it is 
like to incur by this riſing e taking ot armes, 
and in lieu of pzocceding in this way which is 
full of ſtumblinge blockes, miſeries and both 
pꝛiuate and publike calamities, let the path of 
reaſon ducly be ſought out, vndertaken & fols 
» Jowed, whereby Gods holy Church, the ene⸗ 
my of all violence may moꝛe eaſl]y be reſtoꝛed 
to her power and beauty,and the Nobility (as 
tiſfyed and contented as it ought to be. Foz 
which of the kings his Paieſties 
haue in effed ſhewed any token of moze lane 
92 cheriſhing y oꝛder theres then his Maieſty 
bath done? as not being contented with pꝛe⸗ 
ferring it befo2e the aunciente and pꝛincipall 
honoꝛs and degrees of thisrealme , but hath 
erp:eſly erected and made others new, which 
be hath conſecrated to the illuſtration of trus 
* nobility, as hauing excluded - depziued all

Moꝛcouer notwithſtanding the Captaines 
of this warre da pꝛomile that their power and 
foꝛces (hail line {a oʒderlpe that all men (hall 
like thereof, and withall that they exhozte the 
cities and towns not to admit any garriſons, 
vet doe wee [ce that the ſouldiours when they 
haue gathered together do already commit in⸗ 
finite oppꝛeſſions and exceſſe, alſo that they 
haue placed ſoꝛces in thoſe townes and holdes 
which they haue ſeiſed vpon, to the end to rule 


and kerpe them in their obedience. Beſides al 


this it is euident that many vagabonds x idle 
perſons will as hath bene accuſtomed riſe vn⸗ 
der the name 4 coulo2 of either part who will 
commit infinite ſacrileges and miſchiefes. Jn 
ſuch ſoꝛt that in lieu of ſtopping the daunger 


which thꝛeatneth the deſtruction of Gods ſer | 
uite and all god men as by this warre they da 


pꝛomiſe, it will repleniſh the whole realms 

withall impiet p and vngodlines. 

They doe alſo geue out that their lines are

riſings ſpeedely to diſperſe 
termaund the ſtraungers, 
factions, and as his kinſmen and ſeruants, to 
repoſe aſſured confidence in his loue and 
will, which in lo doing he offereth to e 
vnto them, by honoꝛing them with his fauour 
and making the partakers of ſuch honours as 
he is accuſtomed to beſfow vpon men ol theyz 
calling: to topne and revnite themſelues vnto 
bim, to the ende duely and effecually to p20- 
uide fo2 the reſtozing of Gods ſeruice, and the 
common wealth ol his ſaid ſubteces in ſuche 
oꝛder as ſhal be thought meete and cduenient, 
whereto his Maieſty is willing to herken. 
He alſo warneth all Eccleſtaſticall ;perſons 
and gentlemen his ſubiectes wel to weigh the 
conſequence of theſe ſtirres, ſincerely to em- 
b2ace his entent, and to beleue that his minde 


and depart from al 5 
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all, and harme and diſpleaſure to none. 

Hs doth therfoze moſt traightly command 
them and all other his ſubiectes to depart and 
withd:aw themſelues from all leagues 4 aſſo - 
tiations,and to revnite themſelues vnto him, 
as nature, duety, and their owne wealth and 


health doth bind them, to the ende that if theſe 


commotions do pꝛotede any farther (which he 
beſercheth the godneſſe of allmighty God not 
to permit) he may haue aſſiſtaunte and ſuccoz 
in their counſaile, weapons and commodities 
to the pꝛeſeruation of the Realme, wherevnto 
is linked the Tatholike Apoſtolike 4 Romiſh 
Church therein, their honoz, reputation, per⸗ 
ſons, famelies, and gods. | 
Dfferingand pꝛomiſinge vnto them in ſo 

doing the confinuance of his fauoz with recõ⸗ 
pence foꝛ their fidelity and ſeruice.
